ABSENTEE BALLOT NOTICE 

 
Because the state legislature did not pass an extension to temporary state laws that allowed no-
excuse voting by mail in 2020 and 2021, absentee ballots are currently the only option to vote 
by mail. You can find more information on who qualifies for an absentee ballot here. 

 

 
Absentee Voting BY MAIL 
 Mail, email, or fax your absentee ballot application to the Town Clerk’s Office 
 The deadline to apply for an absentee ballot by mail is Tuesday, May 3rd  
Absentee Voting IN PERSON 
 Apply in person and vote at the Town Clerk’s Office 
 The deadline to apply in person for an absentee ballot is 12:00 PM on Friday, May 6th 
 
Absentee ballots must be returned to the Town clerk’s Office before 8:00 PM on Saturday, May 7th in 
order to be counted.
